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AMUAL  REPORT  1963 


To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  &  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Loughborough, 

Your  V/orship,  Ladies  and  CTentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  my  27th  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  your  Borough. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  15*B  as  against  16.8  last  year. 
The  average  rate  for  the  past  five  years  up  to  and  including  1963 
was  16.7  compared  with  17.6  for  the  five  years  up  to  and  including 
1961,  The  figure  for  England  &  Wales  for  1963  was  20*9. 

434  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  unlike 
the  usual  pattern  these  were  spread  fairly  evenly  over  the  year, 
though  there  was  a  preponderance  in  the  latter  half.  The  disease 
was  still  with  us  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  incidence  of  other 
infectious  diseases  was  low. 

The  table  of  causes  of  death  on  page  (25)  shews  that  by  far  the 
most  important  was  diseases  of  the  heart,  the  other  major  causes 
being  malignant  disease  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system. 
The  bulk  of  the  population  is  now  living  to  the  age  when  these 
causes  become  prominent,  though  a  notable  exception  is  death  from 
carcinoma  of  the  lung,  the  majority  of  whose  victims  are  men  who, 
but  for  this,  might  still  be  in  the  full  vigour  of  life* 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thanlc  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  continued  support  during  the  year,  Mr. Healey,  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  much  of  the  work  of  compiling  this  report, 
and  all  the  members  of  the  staff  for  their  willing  co-operation.

Ante-natal  Clinic . 


The  clinic  provides  regular  ante-natal  supervision  of  expectant 
mothers  complementary  to  that  given  by  the  general  practitioner s , with 
whom  close  liaison  is  maintained.  It  enables  the  raidwives  (who  in 
most  cases  will  actually  conduct  the  delivery)  to  examine their 
patients  under  more  convenient  conditions  than  are  usually  afforded 
in  a  .private  house,  and  the  mothers  also  receive  talks  on  all 
matters  relating  to  pregnancy  and  the  lying-in  period.  These, 
together  i>rith  the  relaxation  classes  started  in  1957,  have  proved 
a  great  success  and  are  very  well  attended.  They  give  the  mothers, 
especially  those  to  whom  childbirth  is  a  new  experience,  a  greater 
confidence  and  help  to  allay  many  of  the  fears  which  formerly 
surrounded  the  birth  of  a  baby,  .  ^962  1963

Dental  Treatment  of  Mothers  and  Children 

A  monthly  dental  inspection  clinic  was  held  at  the  Lemyngton 
Street  Welfare  Centre.'  At  this  all  children  whose  mothers  desired 
it  were  inspected  by  the  Dental  Surgeon  who  is  also  responsible  for 
the  Education  Authority’s  dental  service.  Advice  was  given  on  the 
care  of  the  teeth,  and  minor  conservative  work  carried  out  on  the 
spot.  Cases  requiring  more  extensive  treatment  were  dealt' with  at 
the  School  Clinic  under  the  arrangement  with  the  Education  Committee.

Day  Nursery 

Day  Nursery  facilities  are  provided  by  the  County  Council 
primarily  for  cases  vtiere  circumstances  are  such  that  nursery 
accommodation  is  necessai^'  on  welfare  grounds,  e.g.  for  children 
having  only  one  parent,  for  cases  of  temporary  illness  in  the  home, 
or  where  the  child' s  home  environment  is  unsatisfactory. 

The  Southfield  Park  Day  Nursery  accommodates  50  children, 
approximately  15  under  l4  years  and  35  between  ij  and  5  years . 

Any  surplus  accommodation  after  satisfying  the  requirements  of 
"welfare"  cases  is  allocated  to  the  children  of  households  viiere 
both  parents  are  at  work. 

Illegitimate  Children 

Information  on  illegitimate  births  is  exchanged  with  other 
Welfare  Authorities,  and  cases  requiring  assistance,  e.g.  in 
connection  with  adoptions,  are  referred  to  the  Leicester  Diocesan 
Moral  Welfare  Association. 
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Premature  Infants 


A  record  is  kept  of  premature  children  born  in  or  transferred 
to  the  district.  For  this  purpose  a  premature  infant  is  defined 
as  one  weighing  5 2  lbs.  or  less  at  birth.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCa  ACT  1948 

Section  47  -  Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in 

need  of  care  and  attention. 

Under  this  Section  the  Council  is  empowered  to  apply  to  a 
Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  order  for  the  removal  to  a 
suitable  place  of  a  person  who  is  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease^  or  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  is 
living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  is  not  receiving  proper  care 
and  attention.  A  certificate  that  such  action  is  necessary  must 
be  issued  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Investigations  were  made  into  a  few  cases  during  the  year,  but 
formal  action  was  not  considered  to  be  necessary.

The  small,  number  of  children  immunised  in  the  5-15  age 
group  is  what  is  to  be  expected,  as  all  children  should  have 
been  immunised  before  reaching  this  group.  In  order  to  keep 
up  their  immunity,  children  who  were  immunised  in  infancy  are 
given  the  opportunity  of  receiving  an  additional  ’’boosting” 
dose  of  diphtheria  prophylactic  on  attaining  school  age,  and 
326  children  were  so  treated  during  the  year.

SEWERAGE  AND  SBrfAGS  DISPOSAL 

V/ith  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  properties  all  the 
houses  in  the  area  are  connected  to  the  main  drainage  system. 

The  Sewage  Works  were  modified  and  extended  in  1955,  but  with 
further  extensive  building  development  the  plant  again  became 
overloaded  and  considerable  extensions  to  the  Works  were 
completed  during  1963.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

(a)  Piped  Supply 

The  bulk  of  the  water  supply  of  the  town  is  derived  from  the 
uplands  of  Charnwood  Forest,  a  sparsely  populated  district.  After 
storage  at  Blackbrook  and  Nanpantan  reservoirs  the  water  is  purified 
by  passage  through  primary  pressure  filters,  followed  by  slow  sand 
filtration  and  finally  by  treatment  with  chlorine  and  has  a  high 

degree  of  bacterial  purity.  The  water  has  no  plumbo- solvent 
action. 

Owing  to  the  needs  of  the  town  outstripping  the  quantity  of 
water  available  from  this  local  source  it  has  been  necessary  to 
go  further  afield  and  an  average  of  1.2  million  gallons  of  water 
per  day  is  available  from  the  River  Dove  Hater  Board.  This,  by 
arrangement  with  Leicester  City,  is  an  admixture  of  the  Dove  and 

Derwent  water  in  order  to  reduce  the  hardness  of  the  water  from 
the  River  Dove. 

40  s^nples  of  water  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
taken  during  the  year,  4  from  the  raw  water  and  36  from  the  treated 
water. ^  10  samples  (4  raw  and  6  treated)  were  taken  for  chemical 

analysis.  All  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

Mains  extensions  were  laid  in  several  areas  as  required  for 
new  development.

55  visits  to  registered  premises  and  inspections  of  mobile 
ice  cream  vans  were  made  to  ensure  that  precautions  against 
contamination  were  observed. 

(b)  Compositional  Analysis

32  samples  of  ice  cream  submitted  for  analysis  were  reported 
as  Genuine.  The  fat  content  ranged  between  5.2/6  and  13.4%. 

The  Food  Standards  (ice  Cream)  Order  1953  stipulates  inter  alia 
a  minimum  of  5%  fat.  (Figures  supplied  by  the  Chief  Inspector, 
Public  Control  Department,  County  of  Leicester) .

(a)  Food 

Food  inspection  was  again  prominent  in  the  Inspectors’ 
duties  and^309l2  lbs.  of  foodstuffs  were  surrendered  for  condemna¬ 
tion  and  disposed  of  by  burial  on  the  Council's  Controlled  Refuse 
Tip. 


(b)  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

Routine  attention  has  been  given  to  the  promises  of  all 
food  traders  and  the  nature  =c,nd  type  of  improvements  effected  are 
indicated  below.  Particular  attention  has  again  been  directed 
towards  the  provision  of  hand  washing  facilities  in  shops.

Further  random  and  check  samples  (4)  of  made-up  meat 
products  have  been  taken  from  butchers  (2)  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

These  types  of  foods,  usually  consumed  as  purchased 
without  further  application  of  heat,  have  the  disadvantage, 
should  they  become  contaminated,  that  they  form  an  excellent 
medium  for  the  growth  of  organisms  associated  with  food 
poisoning;  otherwise  tho^r  are  a  lAholesome  and  nutritious 
type  of  food. 

The  results  have  indicated  a  continuing  improvement  in  the 
retail  product  due  to  education  and  advice  directed  towards 
improved  handling  techniques ,  together  with  the  siting  of  hand 
washing  facilities  particularly  in  ordinary  retail  food  shops 
in,  or  as  near  as  is  conveniently  possible,  to  the  food  room. 
The  necessity  for  sterilisation  of  equipment  immediately  prior 
to  use  in  the  preparation  of  foods  has  been  stressed. 

( d)  Knacker ' s  Y ard 


The  licenced  Knacker' s  Yard  continued  during  the  year  and 
conditions  wore  found  to  be  satisfactory.  26  visits  were  made, 

(e)  Slaughterhouses 


1746  day,  evening  and  week  end  visits  have  been  made  to  the 
remaining  three  licenced  slaughterhouses  by  your  Inspectors  for 
the  purpose  of  examining  the  dressed  carcases  and  offals  in 
accordance  with  Memo  3/Moat  and  so  ensuring  a  disease  free  meat 
supply  in  the  shops.  The  slaughterhouse  premises  belonging  to 
Messrs.  J.T.  Bailey  &  Son,  2  Churchgate  ceased  to  be  used  as  a 
slaughterhouse  earl^^  in  the  year  as  the  buildings  are  included 
in  a  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Area.

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NOISE  AMTST'ENT  ACT  I960 


Section  1  enacts  that  noise  or  vibration  which  is  a 
nuisance  at  common  law  sheill  become  a  statutory  nuisance  which 
may  be  dealt  with  under  the  nuisance  clauses  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  1936*  The  Council,  if  satisfied  as  to  the  existence 
of  a  noise  or  vibration  nuisance,  may  serve  an  Abatement  Notice 
on  the  person  causing  the  nuisance  or  on  the  ol'mor  or  occupier 

of  the  premises  on  which  it  arises.  If  the  Abatement  Notice  is 

not  complied  with  it  can  be  enforced  by  proceedings  in  the 
Magistrates  Court,  In  the  case  of  noise  or  vibration  caused  in 
the  course  of  a  trade  or  business  it  is  a  defence  in  any  proceedings 
to  show  that  the  best  practicable  means  have  been  used  for  preventing 
it  and  counteracting  its  effect. 

It  was  unnecessar3^  during  the  year  under  review  for  any 
Statutory  action  to  be  taken  as  informal  approach  and  advice  by 
your  officers  usually  brought  about  considerable  improvements  in 
the  level  of  noise  complained  of  or  its  complete  abolition. 

The  following  examples  show  the  nature  of  complaints  satisfactorily 
resolved  after  investigations. 

High  pressure  steam  exhausts,  noisy  air  compressors, 
noisy  boiler  air  intakes,  employees  singing  and  shouting 
at  night  work,  noisy  shot  blast  plant.

At  these  the  processes  of  making  bricks 
and  tiles  and  the  production  of  certain  chemicals  are  under  the 
control  of  the  District  Alkali  Inspector,  as  is  also  a  fourth 
process  v\hich,  on  a  small  scale,  is  concerned  with  the  burning 
of  scrap  cable  to  remove  the  insulation , and  control  is  necessary 
because  of  the  increasing  amount  of  cable  covered  xvith  plyvinyl- 
chloride  \4iich  gives  off  phosgene  on  burning.

(a)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is  undertaken  by 
mechanical  transport  operating  on  the  two  vehicle  relay  system 
on  four  collection  rounds  and  one  round  serviced  by  a  larger 
capacity  (20/30  cu.yd.)  compression  vehicle «  A  general  purpose 
vehicle  is  engaged  on  the  servicing  of  collections  from  College 
of  Technology  residential  halls  and  hostels,  salvage  work  and 
special  collections  from  trades  premises.  A  further  vehicle 
assists  in  this  v\rork  and  acts  as  a  relief  in  case  of  breakdowns 
or  vlien  vehicles  are  undergoing  service  and  general  maintenance. 

It  was  reported  to  the  October  meeting  of  your  Committee 
that  all  the  additional  2750  premises  (including  some  shops), 
making  3500  premises  in  all  in  the  Borough,  wore  now  enjoying  the 
storage  facilities  of  the  paper  sack  system  and  that  collections 
invariably  had  been  every  seven  days. 

At  the  December  meeting  the  question  of  extending  the  paper 
sack  system  by  a  further  3500  premises  was  considered  but,  as  the 
Works  Study  Consultants  engaged  by  the  Council  were  preparing  a 
comprehensive  report  on  the  refuse  collection  system,  it  was 
decided  not  to  extend  the  system  during  the  next  financial  year 
and  in  the  meantime  every  consideration  would  be  directed  to 
resolving  some  criticisms  of  the  scheme .
